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CURRENT TAX PROPOSALS 
As congressional hearings move along on 
President Kennedy’s proposals for tax re­ 
duction and reform, the surest prospect is 
that the end product will bear slight re­ 
semblance to the original. 
Given our form of democratic govern­ 
ment with its offsetting congressional and 
presidential power, compromise is of course 
an inevitable expectation in the .shaping of 
most legislation. 
Strongly toned remedies to problems sel­ 
dom get anywhere unless some sort of vis­ 
ible peril stands close. War, depression, the 
clear menace of communism, these things 
produce precipitate, concerted action. 
Some historians argue that this kind of 
‘‘government by catastrophe” can be most 
unfortunate for the country. The suggestion 
is that drastic measures taken in quieter 
periods might stave off crisis. But the demo­ 
cratic necessity of compromise is usually 
compelling. 
Take the current tax matter for example. 
The President’s thesis is simple. Moderate 
pump-priming, like redevelopment, man­ 
power training, public works, has not bitten 
deep into unemployment or accelerated 
economic growth rates. He wants entirely 
new' tax ground rules, therefore, in hope 
these may free up the economy and help 
absorb the unemployed mass. 
To make this try, he is willing to risk 
huge federal deficits “temporarily.” He says 
if his plan gets a chance, it may wipe out the 
chronic smaller deficits that have marked 
the last three decades. 
Who knows whether his proposals would 
do the job he claims? What we do know is 
that, in purest form as presented, they have 
almost no prospect of being tried. Bi­ 
partisan 
conservative opposition 
stands 
firmly in the way. 
Look, then, at the other side of the coin. 
Many conservatives, a good number favor­ 
ing a tax cut, argue that the only way to 
justify it is to whack great chunks off fed­ 
eral spending. 
Even if we assume this could be done 
without harming our defense effort or ne­ 
cessitating repeal of many laws with built­ 
in high spending features, we know this 
prospect is also slim. The pressure to keep 
countless specific spending projects going 
will come not least from some of the very 
lawmakers who protest spending in general. 
It would be interesting to see the effect on 
the economy of a $10-$20 billion spending 
cut. No less interest would attend a whop­ 
ping tax reduction unmatched by spending 
cuts. 
But most likely we shall never witness 
either of these experiments — one or the 
other of which might prove beneficial. 
For democracy’s responses are invariably 
blunted when danger is not judged to be 
near. And the truth is that neither massive 
spending nor huge unemployment alarms 
enough people today to jar their lawmakers 
into more sweeping action.

A TALE OF TWO CITIES 
Tucked away on the financial pages in widely 
separated columns the other day were two sets 
of statistics. They at once suggested the title of 
an old story, “A Tale of Two Cities.” 
The statistics pointed to a glowing tale of 
automobile prosperity and a depressing drama of 
steel gloom—and the cities, of course, were De 
trait and Pittsburgh. (I am using these names 
symbolically, for I realize that both cars and 
steel are manufactured in many places through­ 
out the land.) 
The automotive column led off with the record 
profit of SI.4 billion which accrued in 1962 to 
General Motors. It also set before the reader the 
luscious figures that signalized the big Chrysler 
comeback. Ford and the American Motors Com­ 
pany had done superlatively well. too. The 1962 
automotive cash dividends jumped 19 per cent 
over the figures for 1961. But looking in another 
column at the 1962 steel company dividends, there 
was a drop of 5 per cent from the figures for the 
previous year. 
Comparing the two sets of statistics, one 
couldn’t help but think of that day last April 
when President Kennedy blasted the steel c >m- 
panies for their attempt to add $6 a ton to their 
prices. The Presidential implication was that the 
steel companies were trying to gouge the rest 
of the economy. But what seems to have hap­ 
pened, during the past ten months, is that one 
set of dividend receivers, the stockholders in the 
automobile companies, have been favored over 
another set. the stockholders in steel. What the 
President did. on that day in April, was to favor 
Detroit at the expense of Pittsburgh, which is 
something that no one who has been elected to 
represent all the people should have done. 
Right at this point I want ti say that I have 
nothing against the automobile companies: it 
always makes me happy when they are prosper­ 
ing. When Charlie Wilson made that supposedly 
terrible remark about “what’s good for General 
Motors is good for the country” he was uttering 
a sentiment that in nine cases out of ten ly>lds 
true. For it is incontestable that the entire U. S. 
economy does well when Detroit has a fine year. 
But even though the automobile companies 
deserve good things, would it have hurt tho U. S. 
economy as a whole if they had made a little 
less money last year and steel companies had 
made a iittle more? Obviously, the economy 
would have been strengthened if some of the 
profits that flowed into Detroit had been diverted, 
instead, to Pittsburgh. 
F.conomists can argue, of course, that if the 
steel companies had raised the price of carbon 
steel in Detroit, the increase would subsequently 
have been added into the price of the autormbile 
to the ultimate consumer, in 1963 if not in 1962. 
This, however, is questionable. For no matter 
what the believers in "administered prices" say 
to the contrary, automobile prices are competi­ 
tively set. Detroit, today, may give "more car 
for the money," but with Volkswagens coming 
in from overseas, it is not likely to try to get 
more money for the car. 
Indeed, it is even questionable that Pittsburgh 
could have kept its own tonnage price of steel 
at the proposed higher level for very long. Steel 
competition from abroad would almost certainly 
have prevented it. But let us assume that the 
steel companies had been able to command a 
little more in cash for their product from the 
automobile companies throughout 1962. The in­ 
crease in income 
could only have helled 
the 
steel men to 
plow something back into the im­ 
provement of 
their plant. The money-saving oxy­ 
gen process and other technological advances 
would have spread to a few more steel mills. This 
would have made the American economy sounder 
at bottom, and more capable of serving the auto­ 
mobile companies at a cheaper price for steel 
later on.

What happened last April, when the steel com­ 
panies backed down in face of the White House 
threat might be likened to a blood transfusion 
in which the weaker party gave up some of his 
precious life fluid to the stronger. It was actually 
a transfusion-in-reverse. It did not result in any­ 
thing beyond 
the subsidization of one set ot 
stockholders at the expense of another Detroit 
won and Pittsburgh lost. Instead of helping the 
economy as a whole, the effect was to create 
an imbalance. Now the steel companies need a 
transfusion, but who is there to give it to I hem. 
They will have to struggle out of their state or 
shock the best they can.

Long ago, I looked at a lacy 
valentine and wondered, not who 
sent it, but who is St. Valentine. 
Was he romantic? Did he fos­ 
ter love affairs? Did he send, in 
secrecy’, a missive to his heart’s 
desire? The answer, I found, 
was no, no and no. 
He was a priest in Rome in 
the year 270 A.D. Some believe 
that he was a bishop in Terni, 
although they may be speaking 
of the same man. In any case, 
Valentine was concerned with 
the persecution of Christians in 
Rome, and apparently Yiid many 
of them. Somewhere along the 
line, he must have hidden an 
informer, because in a short 
time he was arrested by legion­ 
naires. 
Valentine must have been im 
portant, because he was taken 
to the presence of Emperor 
Claudius II. The emperor de­ 
spised Christians and offered 
Valentine his life and freedom 
if he would renounce his faith 
Valentine declined and, accord 
ing to the meager amount of 
history’ in this matter, Claudius 
made more promises. He wanted 
to see how high Valentine’s 
price was. 
The priest’s faith w»as beyond 
price. Claudius gave the order: 
"Beat this man with clubs inside 
the city', and then behead him." 
The order was executed on Feb­ 
ruary 14th, 270. Many years 
later, Valentine was declared to 
be a saint. He was just one of 
many'. 
However, the priests of Rome 
were irritated because, at this 
time of year, the boys of Rome 
drew the names of their secret 
loves on tablets and offered them 
to the goddess Februata Juno. 
This was supposed to reduce 
the resistance of the female 
hearts — especially if the ladies 
had an opportunity to visit the 
shrine of the goddess and de­ 
cipher the mystery of which boy 
had engraved whose name. 
Other priests had noticed that, 
on or about February 14thv the 
birds of Rome selected their 
mates. Prior to that time, the 
fledgings flew about, making ex­ 
cited cries. But in mid-February', 
they began to fly in twos, and 
to 
build 
permanent 
nests 
throughout the great city. 
So, w’hile some were annoyed 
with a pagan practice, others 
felt that if this was the season 
to become serious, it might be 
good thing for fledgling hu­ 
mans to stop twittering and fly­ 
ing about, and make a perma­ 
nent selection. These holy men 
fostered the practice of encour­ 
aging young men to send a note 
of love, or leave a secret note 
on a church billboard with a fe­ 
male’s name on it. 
Hundreds of years after Val­ 
entine’s death, when the custom 
of the timid was still practiced 
on February 14th, people began 
to refer to the love letters as 
St. Valentine’s cards. The earli­ 
est record of a St. Valentine’s 
Day card is not from an impa­ 
tient young man to his secret 
love, but rather from the moth­

Excess 
pneumonia-influenza 
dea’hs increased sharply in the 
Middle and South Atlantic states, 
with the greatest excess reported 
in Richmond.

The presence of Asian influ­ 
enza was confirmed in each of 
these areas.

In 1900, Oklahoma Q ty (then 
only l l years old) had a popula­ 
tion of 10,037. Today, its popula­ 
tion is well over the 325,(XX) 
mark. Tulsa, founded in 1887, had 
but 1,390 residents in 1900. By 
1960 this "village” had become 
a booming city of 261,685 people. 
in 1904 Oklahoma ii.id wily 
1,123 
manufacturing 
establish­ 
ments which employed 7.456. By 
1958 the census credited the state 
with 2,387 industrial plants em­ 
ploying 92,933 people. Petroleum 
products output grew from a few 
barrels in 1902 to over 200 mil­ 
lion barrels of oil and nearly 700 
billion cubic feet of natural gas 
last year.

In 1870, Kansas’ largest city 
was Leavenworth (pop. 17,837).
